overseas. To some extent he carried out that 
pledge.

To attend the meeting, all overseas rep- 
resentatives have to pay their return air 
fare to Hong Kong.

It is hoped, says Mr Pereira, that the new 
federation will administrate somewhat in 
line with FIFA’s organisation as to prom- 
ote good understanding, close co- 
operation, one unity and to foster friendly 
relationship and to encourage and promote 
international matches around the world.

According to the FIFA statutes, it is not 
possible to tise and allow the affilia- 
tion of any independent women's Soccer 
association or any of women’s Soccer 
Association except tl who have become 
affiliated to FIFA ee their national 
associations who are FIFA members, re- 
marks Mr Pereira. 

It is stated in the letter that only a few 
national associations have taken women's 
Soccer association under their wings and 
that the majority of women’s associations 
have to fend for themselves. 

The Asian ladies feel that the time has 
come for women's Soccer associations to 

t themselves well organised into one 

to strive for their rights to be recog- 
nised as a controlling body for women’s 
Soccer throughout the world, says Mr 
Pereira. 

He further says that as FIFA’s rules do 
not permit us the “join hands with them”, 
we should be left alone to manage our own 
affairs and not have to lean on national 
associations for support. 

Mr Pereira goes on to say that the 
A.L.F.C. has the financial means to 
upgrade and fully support a world women’s 
Soccer body and at the same time, support 
those European and any other Soccer 
teams having more international competi- 
tions in Asia or elsewhere. 

The letter concludes with the statement

The mere mention of Australian Soccer Camps 
might influence some people in thinking that the 
complex is merely designed for the Soccer fraterni- 
ty. 

Soccer was its primary aim some years back as 
both Bill Englefield and Rale Rasic have strong ties 
with the game. Soccer is there to stay, but all other 
sports have been catered for. 


Basketball and volleyball playing grounds have 
been completed. Squash courts as well as swimming 
pool are at completion level. Cricket nets are there 
also. 


But the pride of the complex is certainly that 
magnificent pitch. 


A size that equals the most magnificent pitches of 
all — the hallowed square of Wembley in London — 
Englefield Stadium has something that no other 
pitch has in Australia — brand new turf. Spungy, 
soft and green, it is a delight to watch and a Mecca 
for any sportsman indulging in either Rugby, Soccer 
Or mere grass running. 


I was told that Alex Jesaulenko can bring his St

Rules men will be satisfied. 


This ae edifice will be completed, most 
probably, by October this year. 


“We would love to have the Australian Youth 
team here, during the October World Youth Cham- 
pionships,” said Mr Englefield. 


But will the ASF take up the offer? 


“We had no offers as yet from the ASF, but if 
they are serious, they must have a look at this 
complex. It is a unique sporting complex and is 
designed for high performance sportsmen and wo- 
men. By the same token, any other sportsman 
wishing to improve his ability is quite welcome,” 
said Rale Rasic, the Director of Coaching at the 
Australian Soccer Camps. 


I walked through this enormous building. Rale 
stood on the edge of the near completed swimming 
pool.

“They all talk about the insignificant things when 
it comes to promotion of a Soccer game in ‘Au- 
stralia,” said Rale. “Did you see Maradona, the 
Argentinian star on TV the other day? He made a 
ball out of a piece of paper and juggled it with his 
feet for minutes in front of TV cameras! It’s 
unbelievable.

SATTIN GAINS 


AGGRESSION 
AND SKILL

Wollongong United are just behind the leaders of the 
NSW First Division, but with a match in hand on the front- 


runners. 


With a small squad of players and very 
little money to play around with, coach 
Mike Johnson often has his hands full 
keeping them up there in the running for a 
State League berth. 

He recently had a loan move planned for 
young St George player, Graham McCon- 
nachie, but Johnson wasn’t too impressed 
with him, and the lad had problems getting 
to training. 

But one player Johnson has big wraps on 
is Ron Sattin, the United left-back. 

“Last year when he came to us he was a 
podgy, overweight midfielder. He couldn't 
cover ground, and he played a “ticky- 
tacky” game, playing short passes to 
another player, who would do the same 
thing. 

“But now he’s so much more aggressive, 
and coming forward he’s so dynamic, 
running and crossing balls in. He is a 

“transformed player, and it is difficult for 
Players to get even close to their potential. 

“And his aggression has improved his 
skill, which is the interesting thing. Not 
only Ronnie, but others as well. He is 
much more aggressive, covers far more 
ground now, and is much more skilful. 

“You look at the determination of the 
Australian team the other night against 
Indonesia. Some people said they gave 100 
per cent effort, but I don’t think so. Those 
players didn’t come off that field panting 
and sweating,” Johnson said 

“And with Ron, his skills are 
meaningful, particularly with his crosses, 
and he’s not fiddling around with short, 15 
yard passes just to unload the ball. This is 
sometimes looked on as skill, but it is not. 

“It’s a wonderful thing how players can 
get more successful. I tell Ronnie, and all 
the players, just look at the two lads now in 
the PSL with Wollongong City, Fontana 
and Vardareff, who have made it to the 
PSL from OUR di = 


Mike also had a few pertinent thoughts 
on the “imports versus Australian players” 
debate. 

“T prefer Australian players to imports, 
apart from those, like Channon, who can 
add something to our game and teach us 
something. 

“Compared to the majority of imports 
— the “lesser lights” — the Australian 
players have more of the qualities of attitu- 
de, character and intelligence — the 
qualities a player needs to get to the top. 
The imports that come here, particularly 
the lesser lights, are failed people, in that 
they have blemishes in their character. 

“Tt only needs about 20 per cent ability 
for a player to make it, with about 70 or 80 
per cent character and attitude qualities. 
The people coming here often have di- 
minished attitude or character. It’s much 
the same with coaches, too, 


“The Australian players have these 
qualities, and they have positive goals — 
look at Perry and Bennett. 

“Most of the import coaches are the 
‘ones who have failed in second or third 
status Soccer nations, We're a third or 
fourth status Soccer nation, and I see us 
moving to second status, like Holland and 
Sweden, as long as we go about it the right 
way. 

“We need great coaches, like Green- 
wood and Menotti, and these are the 
people Eric Worthington should be bring- 
ing here. 

“Frank Arok is bringing NEW know- 
ledge to Australia. He goes around the 
world getting this knowledge. This is the 
ONLY way the game can ever rise here. 

“There’s also not enough coaches who |

Richard Lorenc, one of our younger referees, was given 
the “yellow card” treatment for this year’s Philips League 


competition. 


One of the most competent referees in Australia, Mr 
Lorenc has been moved from the list of top six in NSW down 


to the “reserve bench” of three referees. 


To say that this decision 
was harsh would certainly 
be an understatement, for 
this referee is not only one 
of the best in NSW but one 
of the leaders in Australia. 

Most of you must have 
seen the FA Cup Final, its 
replay, as well as the Scot- 
tish FA Cup Final and the 
three major Cup finals in 
Europe. Most of us did not 
observe that the referee 
was on the ground, such 
was the ability of the men 
in black to deliver their 
judgment and allow play to 
proceed with the least 
amount of stoppages. 

Praise in all the above- 
mentioned games went to 
the referees for their out- 
standing performances. 

However, on the home 
front the situation is diffe- 
Tent. 

Take the Canberra v 
Sydney Olympic Philips 
Cup match, which is to be 
replayed, allegedly because 
the referee failed to ad- 
minister the proper pro- 
cedure and allow penalties 
to be taken immediately af- 
ter extra-time was com- 
pleted. 

The cries of “we wuz 
robbed” came from the 
Gabbie Stadium after 
another referee allegedly 
allowed Marconi’s goals 
following infringement 
committed by Marconi 
players. Apparently a letter 
of protest was sent to the 
PSL alleging the error of 
the man in the middle. 

On numerous occasions 
this year match reports in- 
dicate one kind of failure or 
another by the referee, but 
the most consistent is the 
reluctance of most of our 
top refs to allow the advan- 
tage rule. 

if there is a referee who 
does it to perfection it is 
this young man from 
Meadowbank in Sydney. 
After 10 years at the top 
and refereeing occasionally 
in the PSL, Lorenc is still 
relatively unknown 
amongst the Sydney 
scribes. 

Some colleagues in the 
Press box would utter 
“Who is the referee today? 


as Mr Lorenc tossed the 
coin before the start of the 
match. 

Just as unnoticed, he 
leaves the field of play at 
the end of the game. 

Primary school teacher 
by profession, he became a 
NSW Federation class One 
tefereee at the age of 18, 
and six years later was 
drawn as one of the top 
men in the land to officiate 
at PSL games. Only a year 
before he broke into 
“Grand Final” fame, as he 
took over from Tony Bos- 
kevic, for the first time in 
15 years, to handle the last 
match of the season in 
NSW. 

He was in charge of Au- 
stralia v Celtic, as well as 
the Australia v Middles- 
brough games, which were 
not full internationals, and 
is still short of that elusive 
FIFA badge standard, But 
he is hopeful that it will 
come one day, 

“My future is not cut out 
by my ability to control the 

game,” he said recently. 

“Tt is in the hands of the 
ASF the number of spots 
allocated for FIFA badges 
in each State in Australia 
But I am hopeful 

“A couple of the older 
referees look like retiring 
soon and that will certainly 
open the way, but as long

There is another side — the opposite — 
meaning a referee must be punished when he is 
not using-the rules correctly. 

We refer to refereeing of the Philips Cup tie 
between Canberra Arrow and Sydney Olympic. 
In this particular game the referee and his 
assistants made two basic mistakes which did 
nothing for refereeing standards in this 
country. 

(a) They showed they didn’t know what to do 
if the game ended in a draw, a 

(b) the referee disobeyed the basic rule of 
relereetiig which is: the referee’s decision is 
final and cannot be changed. 

In this case the referee signalled a normal 
finish and 15 minutes later, changed his 
decision and ordered the players out of their 
dressing rooms to kick penalties. 

I don’t think this has occurred anywhere in 
the world before. 

| If responsibility must be asked from others, 
it ee id con id pees themselves. 3 
fact t ney Olympic twice won t! 
appea and the game is to be replayed shows 
that the referee’s decision was unjust and 
against the rules. 

It is a pity that this “accident” is the respon- 
sibility of one of the best referees in this 
country, whom I especially respect and con- 
tinue to respect; like all humans, he is entitled 
toa few mistakes. 

Our referees must keep in mind that the 
principles and protections, which the rules give 
them, obligate them to be unbiased, informed 
and up-to-date with the rules of the competition 
; ison histle by happy end 

successful whistle brings a happy end toa 
ame. On the contrary a bat one can trans- 
spa the ground to a battlefield. 

The fewer the referees’ mistakes the more 
veople respect them and the game improves.

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GUTENDORF — THE GREAT DEBATE 


ASW hands over Readers’ Forum this week to the problems affecting Australian 


international Soccer. 
This is what our readers think:- 


Mr Rale Rasic, enough is enough. For almost two 
years now we have been fed with your expert advise 
of how to run a national team, mostly through the 
news media in Sydney and Melbourne. While every 
Soccer fan must be pleased with Channel 0's 
brilliant contribution to our code of football, we are 
extremely disturbed by the fact that Friday's panel 
show has now become the latest outlet for your 
attempts to undermine the national team’s ad- 
ministration, its coach and assistants. 

We will name two of the most deplorable inci- 
dents in recent weeks. Firstly, what were you trying 
foprpve with your own private investigation into the 
“Gary Cole case"? Having interviewed him after a 
club game, you then triumphantly announced on 
Friday, April 24, that Gary was told to be injured. 

Then there was the "bombshell" of the night in 
revealing that you had just spoken to the New 
Zealand coach, again proudly supplying the gener- 
al public with the latest news from our opponents’ 
camp. 

You also mentioned that a European country 
(Italy, we believe) produced hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in checking out accommodation and 
training facilities prior to one of the World Cups. We 
feel that you perhaps should have discussed this 
with the ASF some time ago, rather than engaging 
yourself in phone conversations with the N.Z. coach 
on the eve of one of our most crucial games of the 
first round. 

In 1973, some players quite surprisingly “bit the 
dust” during your reign as coach, yet we cannot 
remember a club manager questioning them about 
their feelings towards you or even make them 
public on national TV. 

We recall an incident not so long ago in Europe, 
when all club coaches were asked for their uncon- 
ditional support for the national supremo. One of 
them was severely reprimanded later on for 
substituting a goalkeeper in a club game. Here, it 
seems to us, many of your profession seem to have 
only one target — to “unload” the national coach at 
all costs... 

Mr Rasic, we hold no personal grudges against 
you, but in our opinion you should now concentrate 
on your real job at the moment, coaching Black- 
town. 

As elected spokesman of this group, | proudly 
remember June 1974 in Hamburg — listening to 
Advance Australia Fair for the very first time in a 
World Cup. Meeting you in Switzerland | then spent 
many memorable days at the Ochsenzoll training 
camp, and those unforgettable games in Hamburg 
and Berlin. | was impressed with your discipline 
and had tremendous respect for what you had 
achieved. 

We are all reasonably informed of what happened 
to you after the '74 World Cup. But please do not 
take it out on the (then) present coach, who is only 
trying his best to fulfill a contract like yours eight 
years ago.
